The German Crops. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., September 17.—Ac- 
cording to the recently published official re- 
port of the Royal Prussian Statistical Bureau, 
furnished to the State Department by Consul 


Warner of Cologne, the crops of 1888, except 
of barley, buckwheat and clover, were de- 
cidediy beiter than those of 189. Winter 
wheat was 13 per cent below the average 
and 1 potatoes and hay reached the aver- 
age. The grain-producing States of Germany 
are the Prussian provinces and the Kingdom 
of Bavaria. These provinces likewise furnish 
the largest contingent of German emigration 
to the United States. For instance, out of a 
total of 76,757 Germans that emigrated to the 
United States in 1888, the Pruesian provinces 
and the Kingdoms of Bavaria and Wurtem- 
burg furnished 66,870. The Khenish province 
being chiefly industrial, it furnished only 1,183 
emigrants for the United States in 1888.

THE LONDON DOcKsS, 


Scene of the Great Strike Across the Water 
—A Gigantic System. 


From the Philadelphia Times. 

The London docks, the scene of the great 
strike, form probably the greatest docking 
system in the world, It is probobly true 


that $100,000,000 have been expended upon 
them, and they do not yield direct profits 
to the dock companies proportionate to their 
great cost. Indirectly, however, they help to 
promote British com merce and are in that 
way profitable to their owners. St. Kather- 
ine’s docks, the nearest to London bridge, 
were opened in 1628 and cost $10,000,000. Lon- 
don docks are still older, having been opened 
in 1805. They cost $20,000,000 and contain a 
great warehouse for tobacco rented by the 
Government. The Surrey docks aud Commer- 
cial decks are more spacious and devoted to 
the grain shipping trade. The West India 
docks, opened in 1802, cover 300 acres and the 
East India docks thirty-two acres. Milwall 
docks, in the Isie of Dogs, cover 200 acres. 
But the great docks are the Victoria and 
Albert, opened respectively in 1856 and 1880. 
The Victoria docks cover 200 ac res and contain 
dry docks capable of docking the largest 
steamships afloat. One set of warehouses, 
used chiefly for storing teas, silks, cochineal, 
carpete and otber products of India and 
China, is said to contain continuously a stock 
valued at $25,000,000 The Royal Al- 
bert dock, which is connected with 
the Victoria, is the greatest of all, and its 
completion in June, 1880, was made the oc- 
casion for royai celebration. The dock isa 
splendid stretch of waterway almost three 
miles in extent, with a range of wore than 
a mile of irou warehouses, and double lines of 
locomotive tracks and numerous traveling 
cranes. 
The dock walls throughout are constructed 
entirely by Portland cement concrete, made 
and deposited in situ. The aggregate length

Present—What They Cost in Other 


Countries and Oddities About Their Use— 
European Reply Cards—‘‘Write Only the 
Address,“ Ete. 


From the Boston Herald. 

In the course of a year the people of this 
country use considerably morethap 100,000, - 
000 postal cards. Yet the postal card is a com- 
paratively recent innovation. You need not 
go to the oldest inhabitant to ask when it was 
introduced. The man who has not yet seen 
his 30th year can easily carry bis memory 
back toaperiod when there was no such 
thing in existence asa United States postal 
card. 


An act passed June 8, 1872, authorized the 
Postmaster-General to issue postal cards. Tre 
first in this country were accordingly on sale 
in May of the fo — thang at acostofl 
centeach, this price having been distinctly 
specified in the act. England was slightly 
ahead of us in realizing the advantage of the 
new style of communication, as postal cards 
were introduced there in October, 1870. 

A ginnce at the newspapers of that period 
‘e which most im- 
pressed people was the apparent absurdity of 
writing private information on an open piece 
of cardboard that might be read b alfa 
dozen persons before it reached its 4. 
tion. t on the score of economy there was 
thena stronger argument for using postal 
cardsthan at present, for letter rates were 
8 cents for a halt ounce. At that time the funn 
paragraph man was becoming a most promi - 
nent feature of American journalism, and the 
advent ofthe cards furnished him with abun- 
dant material for stories. 

At the present day postal cards are exten- 
sively used by all civilized nations, the ma- 
jority of which have more varieties and make 
them of larger size than does the United 
States. We have but two kinds in this 
country. The handsome 2-cent biue-printed 
card of the Universal Postai Union is, of 
course, the one less used. The smallest 
postal is the English local card, by which is 
meant the one corregpondipg to oar 
l-cent card, and which there is 
stamped ‘‘half-penny.’’ An important 
difference, however, is that in En- 
giand you have to buy postal cards somewhat 
as you do stamped envelopes in this country, 
paying alittle mare than the value of the 
stamp. This card isthree inches wide by five 
long. To find its antipodes we must go to Spain 
where we may purchase a leviathan affair, 
measuring four inches one way by half a foot 
the other. 

A CARD COSTING ONE FARTHING 

is now being introduced in England and is 
undoubtedly the cheapest in existence; but, 
aithough favored by Gladstone, itis more in 
the nature ofan advertising scheme than a 
legitimate postal card and is simply the result 
of a business compact between the postal au- 
thorities and private individuals. 

None ofthe continental countries appear to 
have any intention of emulat ing England or 
the United States in the matter of cheap cards, 
Ifa Frenchman desires to write to his nex 
door neighbor, he must pay 10 centimes (2 
cents), but the very same card would go to 
Berlin or London or Boston if it were so ad- 
dressed. In Italy, Spain and some other coun- 
tries the card to send abroad is of different 
design from the home card, but bogh cost the 
same'ias the French. All cards of the Universal 
Postal Union, save the Italian, haye a French 
translation of the whole or a port ot their 
wording, French being more widely under- 
stood by foreighners than any other modern 
language. 

Germany has no less than four different 
kinds of cards. In addition tothe home and 
foreizn ones, ithasa home reply-card and a 
foreign reply-card. A Ijttle explanation is 
here neccssary, as the average reader has 

robably never seen a reply postal card. This 
s an excluslvely European idea, and, al- 
though repeatedly suggested in this pian arg & 
does not appear to meet a long-felt want in 
the United States. Briefly, the reply-card is 
adouble card. It is made twice as large as 
the ordinary card, and is neatly folded over 
so as to look like two postal cards fastened 
together. This ingenius contrivance, which 
is certainly a great boon to the recipients, ob- 
viates the send-staimp-for-reply custom of 
American commercial circles. For instance, 
suppose you are living in Rusgia and want to 
send Mr. Suchandsuchakoff A little reminder 
about that l0rubles. You write on one-haif 
the card: Dear Suchandsuchakofi—Excuse 
mé for again reminding you that you have not 
yet repaid that 10 ruble spotyou borrowed of 
me last October. When are you coming 
round. anyhow?’’ The recipient carefuliy 
tears off half the card and writes on the 
back of the uncanceled remainder: 
„Dear Smithowiteh—Very sorry, but I 
haven't 10 rubles pene? just at present. 
W ill make it all right week after next.’’ The 
French reply card costs 4 cents; the Russian is 


two German cards just alluded to cost respec- 
tively 10 and 20 pfennigs, the pfennig deing 
something less than half a cent, 

A subject which bas created virulent and ac- 
rimonious discussion among grammatical 
purists, debating clubs and newspaper leader 
writers is the legend on tne United States card. 
Agliance at our local one will snow that it 
reads at present: ‘‘Nothing but tne address 
to be on this side,’’ while our foreign card 
says: ‘‘Write only the address on this 
side. It will be remembered that, although 
the National design has n Varied only four 
times since 1873, the wording of the legend 
has been repentedly changed. The acme of 
clumsy and incorrect English was perhaps 
reached when we were thus directed: ‘‘Noth- 
ing but the address can be placed on this side 
—write the message on the other. It will be 
interesting to see howforeign nations regard 
this matter, so the reader is

BLack’s administration of the bureau 
had in four years increased the number of 
pensions from 345.125 to 480,725. But BLacK 
had been loudly assailed as unfriendly to 
the soldier element, and TANNER was ap- 
pointed to redeem his party’s promise of 
greater liberality. During his six months 
in oMce he made the additions to the pen- 
sion rolle average 5,301 per month, or 
about 1,500 more per month than the 


highest monthly average of BLacx in any | 


year. Not content with letting down all 
the bars and ‘reaching out, drag-net 
fashion, for dishonorably discharged 
soldiers and all possible claimants, he 
went into the rerating business .at a fear- 
ful rate and managed to knock out the 
surplus by raising the July and August 
disbursements on pension account from 
$4,340,577 in 1888 to $11,486,205 in 1889. 

This raised the specter ofan early and 
enormous deficit, and TANNER was 
bounced. To promise a continuance of 
his policy is to promise that at the end of 
the Harrison Administration, nearly 
thirty years after the war, there shall be 
about 750,000 pensioners on the r@glis and 
an enormous increase of our already on- 
erous taxation. Itis difficult to believe 
that the Administration means any such 
thing. It is easier to believe that it means 
a change, which, in view of the statement 
that there will be no change of pension 
policy, must put TaNNER’S successor in a 
fatally false position. Maj. WaRNER does 
well to keep out of it.

THE LAW AND THE “SLUGGERS.” 

That was a genuine fight to a finish be- 
tween young JaCksON and Ep AHEARN 
last night. After a disgusting spectacle 
of brutality, in which both men were 
beaten in a most shecking manner, the 
inhuman contest ended with the knock- 
ing-out of Jackson. He never revived 
from the effects of the blow, but, mangled 
and bloody from the contest which had 
furnished cruel sport for a few brutes, 
sank to his death. 

It is to be 
fight to a murder will awaken 
the local authorities to a proper 
sense of their duties. The law against 
prize-fighting has been violated con- 
stantly and with entire impunity in thi¢ 
city by a gang of roughs and professional 
sluggers who maintain dens for the pur- 
pose of encouraging this form of crime 
and of profiting by it. These men are well 
known tothe police. The fact that prize- 
fights take placein their saloons and un- 
der their management is known to all. If 
the detectives chose to exert them- 
selves they could have learned easily 
enough when and where events of this 
nature were to take place. But the 
events have gone on without interference 
from the police at the time and without 
any genuine attempt to punish the of- 
fenders. It is only when some sparring 
exhibition is announced in which the local 
ringsters are not interested that the police 
show activity. There seems to be some 
occultinfluence by which they gain im- 
munity but deny it to others. 

This disgraceful condition of laxity in 
the enforcement of the prize-fighting law 
must be stopped. It is a bloton the ad- 
ministration of the law in St. Louis and 
has resulted in the brutal killing of a 
participantina mill. Last pight’s horrible 
occurrence shoulc be made the occasion of 
reform through the severest possible pun- 
ishment of every man who participated 
in the violation of the law. Examples 
should be made of them.

tioned vehicle. The President's party 
had not time to alight when two men jumped 
quickly from the coupe and hurriely glanced 
up and down the street and then in the direc- 
tion of the etation. One of the strangers 
nodded to the occupants of the carriage and 
President Harrison and bis companions got 
out and followed him through the station. 
The other etranger followed closely in the 
rear and imitated the example of his comrade 
by scanning closely the face of every person 
passed on the way totbetrain. The two mys- 
terious men boarded the President's car and 
that was tus last seen of them. 

It was Jearwmed yesterday from a trustwor- 
thy authority thatthe two mysterious mem- 
ders of the President's party were detect. ves 
who had been detulled from a private agency 
to see the President safely to Deer Park, and 
that their espionage did not cease until Mr. 
Harrison had croseed the threshold of his cot-

Warner has decided to decline the Com- 
missionership of Pensions. He presented a 
written statement to the President, express- 
ing his regret at not being able to accept, and 


giving bis reasons for his dectination.’ The 

rincipal reason ws that his law practice in 

ansas City was so large that he felt he could 
not eve it up fora public office. Maj. Warner, 
it is believed, tad made up his mind nat to 
accept from the first, and hig deliberation 
before giving his final decision was but 
courtesy to the President. There are now 
several candidates mentioned forthe place. 
Secretary Windom, it is said, will urge Gen. 
John F. Rea of Minnesota. Gen. Lucius M. 
Fairchiid’s name will also receive considera- 
tion. The must probable selection, however, 
will be Gen, Georue S. Merrill of Massachu- 
setts. Gen. Merrill is a past commander of 
the G. A. R., and is said to be very popular 
with the members of that organization.

A LIVELY RESUMPTION, 


SEVERAL ENCOUNTERS BETWEEN THE 
DOCK STBIKERS AND “BLACKLEGS.” 


The Police Quell the Disturbances and the 
Men Resume Work—Ricters Discharged 
—Jack the Ripper’s Warning—Cholera 
in Western Persia—Opening of the 
Dutch Parliament—Foreign News. 


Loxpow, September 17—Noon.—The advice 
ot the leaders of the strike to the dock labor- 
ers to observe all the provisions of the agree- 
ment under which they returned to work, ap- 
pears to have been quite effectual. Early this 
morning the men appexred at the docks and 
generally went to work peaceably with the 
‘*biacklegs.’’ Very few men assembled out- 
side the docks and they were quiet, There 
were, however, some cases of disturbance. 
The strikers and ‘‘biacklegs’’ on the South- 
west India dock became involved in a dispute 
and the men who had been on strike drove 
the ‘‘placklegs’’ out of the dock. The police 
interfered and quelied the disturbance. The 
strikers then withdrew and the ‘‘blacklegs'’ 
resumed work. 

BLACKLEGS ATTACKED. 

When the striking workmen were about to 
resuine work at the Albert dock to-day they 
found a number of ‘‘blacklegs’’ employed on 
the dock. The strikers made an attack on the 
blackiegs and chased them from shed to shed. 
Several of the *‘viacklegs’’ received injuries 
which necessitated their removal to the 08 
pital. The men who made the assault were 
discharged. The direetors ot the 
panies threaten a general lockout if the men 
do not live up to the terms of the agreement 
their representatives have signed, 

THE DISTURBANCES QUELLED. 

The disturbunces among the dock laborers 
have been quelled. Work has been fully re- 
suined on the Victoria and West India docks. 
There has been no furtner molestation of the 
blacklegs on the part of the strikers.

Several of the agencies seen to-day in this 
matter said thelr lists of For Rents’’ were 
never so scanty as at the present time and 
they do not anticipate that they will 
be ina way to accominodate the people et 
better until after the Fair. The hotels are all 
well flied, so much soin fact that it is even 
now difficult to secure desirable quarters for 
an extended time in any of the principal es 
tablishments. Rooms in private apartment 
of the better class are none too pientiiu 
either, so great has been the influx of 
strangers to the city since the fall season set 
in and the opening of the Exposition. 

One of the leading house agents in the olty. 
with a list of nearly four thousand tenements, 
paid to-day that he did not have one reaily 
desirable dwelling torent. Notwithstanding 
this, landlords were not disposed to advance 
rates, and appeared to be contented with tue 
prices they were getting. Renting, this 
authority said, had kept-up wonderfully good 
all summer, much better than that branch of 
the reul estate business has ever been before.

THE BROWNS AT HOME. 


PRESIDENT VON DER AHE TELLS HOW 
THEY FARED ON THE TRIP. 


The Conduct of Boss Byrne and the Brook- 
lyn Bandits Described in Full — Scenes 
on the Grounds at the Games Which 
Caused Trouble—Racing Events—Sport- 
ing News and Gossip of All Kinds. 


President Von der Ahe and the Browns re- 
turned home this morning from the East, 
where they have been for the last three 


weeks. 
For a man who was mobbed in Brooklyn 


you are looking quite well,“ was the saluta- 
tory & the Post-DisPaTcH reporter to the 
boss President. 

„es, I'm glad I’m alive after the terrible 
roasting we got in Brooklyn. As long as I 
live I never want to be compelled 
to go through the ordeal that I experienced in 
Brooklya. I charge this man Byrne with in- 
citing his mob of people to the damnable 
means they employed to show thelr displeas- 
ure and furious anger at the St. Louis Club for 
knocking out Brooklyn in the 4-to-2 
game, which Byrne’s appointee, Um- 
pire Goldsmith, was too cowardly to call 
at the end of the eighth inning on account of 
darkness. The game was rightfully ours, 
and is ours, and you mark my word that at 
the special meeting to be held at Cincinnati 
next Monday, that game will go upon record 
as an honestly earned victory for St. Louis. 
As a matter of fact, the American Association 
would never’ have the trouble it ex- 
periences every year were that Byrne 
thoroughly honest in his dealings with the 
Association. But Byrne is not. He bas but 
littie confidence in the actual work of his own 
team, but feels it incumbent upon himself to 
get umpires to do his bidding. What club 
could not win with a staff of umpires at its 
back? It is not only no credit to Brooklyn to 
win under such circumstances, but it is 
a positive disgrace and an injury 
to the national game.

to suit bis ends. Byrne is a positive detri- 
ment to the American Association, and 
know that we would be better off were he out 
ofiteranks.

There was no necessity 
for this extraordinary state of affairs had not 
Byrne upon bis return home from his Western 
trip sent out maliciously false reports about 
his teribie 
TREATMENT IN ST. LOUIS, 

where his ci@b was beaten fairly and squarely 
by the Browns. Byrne deliberately lied when 
he stated that his men were mistreat- 
ed on the occasion of their last 
visit here. No audiences in America 
treat visiting clubs as fairly and impartially 
as the audiences do in St. Louis, and on the 
occasion of these three games especially the 
Brooklyn Club, though badly beaten, were 
well treated. In order to appear in the role 
ot an apologist for these defeats, Byrne tell his 
people that his poor little pets were mauled 
and waylaid in St. Louis, and tells them to 
roast the Browns when Dey ges to Brooklyn. 
Well, obedient to Byrne’s bi ding, the Brook- 
lyn mob did roast us, fired beer-glasses, 
rocks and other misslles at us. But 
this infamous and riotous demonstration cost 
Byrne $10,000 because of my refusal to go to 
Ridgewood ‘for Byrnes’ sake,’ there to be 
mobbed by an infuriated rabble.

IN VERY BAD COMPANY. 


AUGUSTUS A. BAKER ALMOST BEATEN TO 
DEATH LAST NIGHT. | 


He Tells the Police His Strange Experiences, 
and Though Blinded in the Assault Iden- 
tifles His Assailants by Their Voices—Two 
Arrests Made by the Police. 


HILE Officer Quinlan 
ofthe Central District 
was walking on his 
beat about 10 o’ clock 
last night he came 
upon a man lying in 
the gutter on Eleventh 
street between Pine 
and Olive. Investiga- 
tion showed that the 
fellow’s face was covr- 
ered with blood, and 
his eyes swollen and 
entirely shut. The officer called the patrol 
wagon and had the man taken at once to the 
City Dispensary. There he told his story. 
He said: 

My nameis Augustus A. Baker. Abont9 
o’clock Iwas passing along Pine street, and 
when between Tenth and Eleventh streets a 
woman came to the door of one of the 
houses and beckoned to me. I opened the 
gate und went to thedoor, where we engaged 
in conversation. Aftera while she asked me 
inside to have adrink and I went. Once in 
ber room she 

LOCKED THE DOOR 
and placed the key in her pocket, telling me 
thatI would have to stay where I was all 
night. Idetermined to make the best of it 
and seated myself on the bed. A moment 
later a knock was heard at the door. 
The woman paid no attention to it. Again I 
heard the knock, this time louder and more 
emphatic. The woman appeared frightened 
at this and when a man’s voice from the out- 
side demanded thatthe door be opened she 
began to run around the room like wild. In 
another instant the door was burst in and a 
man came rushing at me. He had some sort 
of a weapon in his hand and 
with this he struck me on the 
side of the head, knocking me down. I at- 
tempted to get up but he sprang upon me and 
with bis fist beat me in the face until 
I COULD NOT BEE. 

The woman ran u at this juncture and 
pulled the fellow off, saying: ‘Don’t kill the 
man. They theu went through my pockets 
but did not find anything of any 
value. At this result the man 
became infuriated and proceeded to beat 
meagain. I could not resist and was thrown 
from the door into the street. I walked a 
short distance, but my head began to whiri 
and I fainted. I could not move when I came 
to ane lay there in the gutter until I was 
found.’’ 

Baker could not give the number of the 
house into which he had been enticed, 
though he accurately described the surround- 
ings. , 

Officer Quinlan sentthe injured man tothe 
City Hospital and then proceeded to investi- 
gate. He informed Sergeant O'Malley of the 
circumstances of the assault and, accompan- 
ied by Officer Dundon, the two arrested Ed- 
ward Price and Mrs. Dwyer, living at 1018 
Pine street. The arrest was made on the 
strength of the description furnished by 
Baker of the house in whic 
he ha been assaulted and of the 
porter Who had committed the ou The 

risoners were taken at once to 9 Ci 

ospital for identification. Baker was fou 
lying on a cot with his eyes swollen shut and 
his whole face a mass of bruises and cuts. He 
could not see. But he completed the identi- 
fication, nevertheless. Calling the officer to 
bis side he cautiously informed him that 
could the woman induced to speak 
he would recognize her ber 
voice, the woman who had enticed him into 
the house having acoarse voiceand a siight 
brogue.

WAS HE MURDERED? 


The Strange Death of D. E. Morris, a Reids- 
ville (N. C.) Merchant. 


Ry Telegranvh to the PosT-DIsSPATcnH. 

REIDSVILLE, N. O., September 17.—The in- 
quiry of the Coroner’s jury into the death of 
D. E. Morris, a well-known merchant, was 
resumed yesterday. Mrs. Morris admitted 
having administered a small portion of chlo- 
roform, which caused her busband’s death. 
She says he then asked her to leave the room, 
as he wanted rest. Half an hour later Mrs. 


Morris told the cook to go up-stairs to her 
husband’s room and see if he was asleep. 
The woman returned and said Mr. Mor- 
ris was dead, but the wife told her 
she was wistaken and that Mr. Morris 
was asleep. Sam, the hostier, was sent up- 
stairs by the cook, and eae mg reported 
that bis master was dead. Mrs. Morris said 
he, too, was mistaken. The laundress finally 
went up-stairs and made a similar report on 
her return. Mre. Morris said it could not be, 
but did not go up-stairs herself. Sam went 
for a physician and told some friends on the 
way that his master was dead. When the 
neighbors arrived Mrs. Morris asked them not 
to go up-stairs, saying that she did not think 
her husband was dead and that they might 
disturb him. The friends entered the room, 
which smelied of chloroform, and found an 
empty two-ounce vial of the drug on 
one of the pillows. It was only 
n foot away from the face of 
Mr. Morris. A handkerchief was over 
his mouth and he lay dead, with bis hands 
crossed over his chest. The theories are four 
—suicide, accident on the victim’s part, ac- 
cident on Mrs. Morris’ part and murder. 
Since her husband’s death Mrs. Morris has 
been prostrated and at times bysterical. Once 
she leaped from a window and ran some dis- 
tance before being caught. The couple had 
been married a year and their relations were 
not of the pleasantest. The wife is 23, a good- 
looking blonde and guite gay. She is an ac- 
complished horse-woman, very fondof dogs 
and comes from an excellent family. The 
dead man was 43, and made a will a week ago 
leaving all his property, whose value is esti- 
mated at $80,000, to his wife. An insurance 
policy of $5,000 was also in her favor.

WILL BE PROSECUTED. 


A Faith-Curist Whe Refused His Daughter 
Medical Attendance. 
By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, September 17.—An inquest on 
the death of Martha Olsen, the Brooklyn faith- 
curist who died Thursday at the residence of 
Carl Olsen, was held last night by Coroner 
Rooney and a jury. Dr. W. A. Ford of No. 
192 Union street, Brooklyn, was the first wit- 
ness. ‘‘I was called to the Olsens’ house 
Tuesday, September 10, he testified, ‘‘andi 


found the young woman suffering from what 
I diagnosed as typboid fever. I told Olsen to 


give the girl some medicine, but he 
said: ‘I don’t belleve in medicine. 111 
treat her myself. God made der sick 


and God will make her well.’ I informed bim 
that in the event of the girl’s death he would 
be amenable to the law. Friday night I was 
called again, and Olsen was not present, but 
ten or eleven young women were present and 
they told me Miss Olsen was dead. I asked 
whether they had ever given her any medi- 
cine or done anything to relieve her and they 
said they did not, but had prayed for her. 
The doctor concluded by stating that he be- 
lieved death to have been dus to neglect.’’ 
William C. Olsen of No. 518 Hicks street, a 
brother ot the deceased, testified: ‘‘I first 
saw my sister in Carl Olsen’s house August 
2%. Shehad been there since August 22. I 
saw that the girl was pretty sick and said that 
she had better getadoctor. Then Mr. Olsen 
took me out of her room and would not let me 
see her again that day. He told me that 1 was 
not fit to be in sucha holy place, and that I 
belonged to the devil. I returned Sunday and 
learned that no doctor had been called yet. 
They added that Sister Anna was as good asa 
doctor. I said, ‘you must get a doctor.’ 
They then drew me outof the room and told 
me that if I did not talk less 1 ld have to 
get out of the house. I did no her again 
until she was dead. 

Mrs. Agnes Olsen, Mrs.'Annie Edwards and 
Johanna Beneon testified that the sick girl 
was not allowed either physicians or medi- 
cine. Carl Olsen, the prisoner, and his wife 
were placed upon the witness stand and 
stated that they had taken the medicine and 
done the best they could for her, and had 
only prevented a doctor from attending at 
her own request. Tne jury after deliberating 
less than fliteen minutes brought inthis ver- 
dict: 

„We find that the said Martha Olsen came 
to her death by typhoid fever while under the 
care and guardianship of Carl Olsen; and we 
further find that her death was due to his 
criminal negligence in not securing a phy- 
sician for her in time and for not carrying out 
suid pbysician’s instructions when communi- 
cated to him. And we respectfully call the at- 
tention of the Grand-jury to the vicious prac- 
tices which are carried on by members of the 
sect or religious organization to which the 
deceased and the prisoner belonged.’’

A FAMOUS OUTLAW GONE 


BOB YOUNGER DIES OF CONSUMPTION AT 
THE STILLWATER PENITENTIARY. 


After a Long and Paiaful [llness the Notori- 
ous Missouri Bandit Passes Away—His 
Sister With Him to the Last—Particulars 
ofthe Crime for Which He Was Impris- 
oned. 


OB YOUNGER, the 

Missouri’ outlaw, 
died of consumption 
at 10:20 yesterday 
evening, at the age 
of 34 years, in the 
Penitentiary at Still- 
water, Minn. After 
an imprisonment of 
thirteen years, death 
at last came sudden- 
ly, being hardly expected under two or three 
weeks. He began to feel the end approach at 
6 o’clock, and told Jim and Cole,his brotbers, 
also serving life sentences, to remain, as he 
had but two or three hours tolive. He sunk 
gradually, kept his mental faculties up to the 
last breath, and bade his brothers and sister 
good-by. His remains will probably be taken 
to his. native county of Jackson, Mo., tor in- 
terment. All the Youngers always claimed 
that Bob never participated in any lawless act 
or excursion except the Northfield affair. 

THE YOUNGERS AND THEIR CRIMES. 

For some time it has been known that Bob 
Younger was dying in the penitentiary at 
Stillwater. His health was completely broken 
down, and for weeks before his death he 
could not speak above a whisper. His cour- 
age, which had hitherto remained unshaken, 
gave way, and he begged piteonsly to be 
allowed to die outside of the prison walls. 


His sister Rita has long his devoted at- 
tendant, and made several appeals 
to the Governor of Minnesota on be- 


half of her dying brother. The Y ounger 
brothers, Bob and Cole, were engaged in the 
Northfield Bank robbery, were captured in 
the retreat of the James gang and were sen- 
tenced to the penitentiary at Stillwater for 
life. They received their sentences on No- 
vember 7, 1876, on pleas of gulity to murder in 
the first degree. The robbery was attempted 
and the murder of Cashier Haywood commit- 
ted on September 7. Miss Rita Younger, the 
sister, described as a beautiful girl then 17 
years old, was present at the trial and 
the scene when the brothers were sen- 
tenced was a most affecting one. Her ae-
